Nixon Looks Down the 
Senate Gunbarrel But 
It's Happened! Before

WASHINGTON (AP) - As 


President Nixon looks down the

well to the Supreme Court, at 
least one thing is clear: It's 
happened before, 


From the early days of there* 


public, when George Washing- 
ton saw John Rutledge, a nomi* 
nee for chief justice, defeated 
because he spoke out against a 
treaty with England, presidents 
and 
congresses 
have 
been 


locked in an endless duel. 


Sometimes the stakes Were 


control of the court itself, as 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt, ex- 
asperated over persistent Invali- 
dations of New Deal measures 
and encouraged by a smashing 
re-election in 1936, tried and 
failed the following year to pack 
the court by expanding its mem- 
bership. 


Sometimes 
the fights were 


motivated by pique and mean 
politics. In 1844 and 1845, Senate 
Whigs spited John Tyler, who 
had become a Democrat, by 
blocking four of his five nomi- 
nees, although at least three of 
the men—John C. Spencer, Ed- 
ward King and Reuben H. Wai- 
worth— generally 
were recog- 


nized as eminently qualified. 


In all, 24 of the 132 men nomi- 


nated to the court before Cars- 
well failed to win approval by 
the Senate. Two of them, Roger 
B. Taney of Maryland and Stan- 
ley Matthews of Ohio, made it 
on a second try. 


Rutledge was the first man 


rejected, in 1795. The last was 
Clement F. Haynsworth Jr. of 
South Carolina, defeated 55 to 45 
last Nov. 21 for the same seat 
Car swell seeks. 


One of the rejected 24 men 


lost out simply because he had 
written a routine letter of intro- 
duction. 


Caleb Cushlng's misfortune in 


1874 was that he had written the 
letter for a young Texan In 1861 
to Jefferson Davis, president oi 
the Confederacy. 


Gushing, a former attorney 


general and a judge on the Mas- 
sachusetts Supreme Court, was 
branded as proslavery by Radi- 
cal Republicans and President 
Grant withdrew his nomination 
for chief justice. 


Six times Congress changed 


the size of the court, at least 
twice in an effort to stymie the 
president. 


The first was in 1801 when 


Federalists reduced the original 
six to five to block Thomas Jef- 
ferson from naming a successor 
to the aged and ailing William 
Gushing of Massachusetts. Con- 
gress repealed the change in 


I802i 


The second time, in 18GC, led 


by Sen. Lyman Trumbull of Illi- 
nois, Congress cut the court 
from its alltime high of 10 to 8 
to prevent the embattled An- 
drew Johnson from naming jus- 
tices inclined to strike down the 
Reconstruction acts, 


A loser In the quick shuffle 


was Henry Stanbery, an evi- 
dently qualified man who was 
Johnson's attorney general and 
was to be his lawyer in im- 
peachment proceedings in 1808. 
Since his seat was gone his 
nomination died, 


The court's size moved up to 


nine in 1869, after Johnson left 
the White House. And so it has 
remained, though FDR's plan in 
1937 could have ballooned the 
court to 15 members. Roosev- 
elt's idea was to add one justice 
for each of the six sitting jus- 
tices past 70 years of age who 
would not retire. 


Last week, in a letter to Sen. 


William B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, Nix- 
on said the question in the Cars- 
well fight was "whether I, as 
President of the United States, 
shall be accorded the same 
right of choice In naming Su- 
preme Court justices which has 
been 
freely 
accorded to my 


predecessors of both parties." 


History does not bear Nixon 


out. Presidents were not freely 
accorded this prerogative and 
20 of the 81 nominees from 1789 
to 1894 were rejected. 


After 1894, only eight nomina- 


tions to the court faced serious 
opposition: those of Louis D. 
Brandeis 
of Massachusetts— 


1916, Harland F. Stone of New 
York- 1925, 
Charles Evans 


Hughes 
of 
New 
York—1930, 


John J. Parker of North Caro- 
lina— 1930, Hugo L. Black of Al- 
abama— 1937, 
Abe Fortas of 


Tennessee—1968, 
Haynsworth 


and Carswell. 


Parker and Haynsworth were 


defeated. Lyndon B. Johnson's 
nomination of Fortas for chief 
justice was withdrawn. Johnson 
also withdrew the nomination of 
Homer Thornberry of Texas in 
1968. Thornberry was to succeed 
Fortas as associate justice with 
Fortas moving up to chief. 


Brandeis, Stone, Hughes and 


Black made it, all by substan- 
tial margins. All became major 
figures on the court, Brandeis 
and Black 
turned out to be 


about as liberal as their ene- 
mies feared. Stone and Hughes, 
who were castigated by progres- 
sives and by liberal Democrats 
as friends of big business, also 
ended up on the liberal side 
most of the time. 


With the failure of the Cars- 


well nomination, Nixon would 
become the seventh president to 


April g, 


have at least two nominations 
fail. 


Tyler tops the list with 4, Mil- 


lard Filimore aiid Grant lost 3 
times, and Washington, Grover 
Cleveland and Lyndon Johnson, 
twice each. 


Nixon's troubles are slight 


compared to Tyler, who was 
turned down on four cabinet 
nominations and on two minis- 
ters, as well as four times on 
(he court. 


And if Nixon feels he ts a vic- 


tim 
of political partisanship, 


Cleveland would be good com- 
pany. Two of Ms nominees, Wil» 
Ham Hornblower of New Jersey 
and 
Wheeler H. Peckham of 


New York, were rejected large- 
ly because of the Opposition of 
one powerful senator, Da' '-I Mill 
of New York. 


It would seem—so desperate

been— that everyone nominated 
would leap at the chance to 
serve. Not so. 


Six men, including President 


Jolm Qulncy Adams, declined 
though nominated. The last man 
to snub the court was Roscoe 
Conkling In 1882.

Question: This month I used 


my Medicare coverage for the 
first time when I was taken to 
the hospital. The hospital char- 
ged me $52.00 when I was admit- 
ted. According to some literature 
I have, they were supposed to 
charge $44.00. Which is correct? 


Answer: Beginning 1-1-70 the 


deductible for hospital insurance 
was increased from $44 to $52. 
Since your benefit period began 
in 1970, the hospital was correct 
in charging $52 as the deductible. 


Question: I plan to retire in 


a few months and apply for social 
security retirement insurance. 
What records should I bring with 
me when I file my claim? 


Answer: Bring your social se- 


curity number, arid your birth 
or baptismal certificate, if re- 
recorded before age five. If there 
is no such record, bring other 
papers that show proof of age. 
Also, bring your 1969 E-2 Form 
or income tax return. If you fur- 
nish complete information when 
you make your application, your 
first check will reach you sooner. 


Question: My son is 17 and I 


am 43. We have been receiving 
social security payments since 
my husband's death. Will our 
social security payments stop 
•whe.i he reaches 18? He will 
continue living with me while 
he attends college. 


Answer: 
The payments for 


your son can continue until he 
reaches age 22 if he continues 
in school on a full time basis 
and does not get married. Your 
own checks will stop when your 
son becomes 18. You may re- 
ceive payments again beginning 
at age GO, or if you are severly 
disabled, at age 50. Ask your 
sucial security office about the 


papers necessary to continue 
the toy's checks. 


Question: My 22 year old son 


was severely injured, and his 
doctors say he will not be able 
to work for at least a year. 
How much work does he need to 
qualify for disability payments? 


Answer: 
He 
needs social 


security credit for at least half 
of the calendar quarters during 
the three year period just be- 
fore he became disabled. This is 
enough work to insure anyone 
who becomes disabled before the 
age of 24.

I discovered all of a sudden 
Hope has a comet overhead, 


It was Officer Joe McCulley of 
the Hope Police Department who 
mentioned it, but the street lights 
downtown 
making observation 


difficult I went back to the house 
for my binoculars, then went out 
to a knoll on the Patmos road 
where the comet showed up mag* 
nificently, 


Unfortunately none of our of- 


fice reference books mentions 
this particular comet, which a 
telephone call to Little Rock 
later this morning identified as 
the Bennett. 


At 4:30 this morning it was 


fairly hieh in the northeast sky. 
its great tail flowing back to- 
ward the observer. It reminded 
one of an old-time "all-seeing 
eye" 
sign such as fortune-tel- 


lers used. The comet may be 
seen with the naked eye, but 
binoculars are recommended. 


Our reference books do name 


another comet which will appear 
this coming August, Neujmtn II. 
It was discovered in 1916, and 
reappears in earth's sky every 
4% years. 


Oldest of the comets known 


to men is Halley's, discovered 
240 B.C., 
with a cycle of 76 


years. There was a great com- 
motion back in Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., when it appeared in 1910, 
but this 10-year-old observer was 
disappointed because Halley's 
tail, while brlllant, was very 
short. Halley will be back in 
1986— whether my generation is 
around or not. Our hat Is off to 
the mathematicians who compute 
the celestial time-tables— and 
absolutely never miss. 


Your correspondent completed

2. The tax table quotes your 


normal tax, but you have to add

portant to read the Instructions 
thoroughly.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Atty, 


Gen. Joe Purcell, saying he had 
served his political apprentice- 
ship, today made the anticlpat* 
ed announcement that he would 
seek promotion this year to the 
governor's office. 


Purcell, a Democrat, told a 


news conference in his office 
that his race would be a posi- 
tive "campaign of the people," 
declaring that he would not run 
a negative campaign, but added 
that he planned to make clear 
to the people the record of Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller if Rocke- 
feller seeks a third term. 


The attorney general said that 


when the voters know about 
Rockefeller's record they will 
not re-elect the Republican gov- 
ernor. 


Purcell said he would not run 


a pretax or antitax campaign, 
but said that as governor he 
would Insist on economy in gov- 
ernment, a complete review of 
the tax structure and that all 
taxes are collected. 


"Before one more tax bill is 


introduced, we need to come 
back and show the people that 
the 
tax 
dollar 
has 
been 


stretched," Purcell said, adding 
that "an unknown amount" of 
tax money had not been collect- 
ed because of bad management. 


Once the state's tax program 


is reviewed, the state can then 
decide what it needs, Purcell 
said. 


"The people of this state will 


give you what you want when 
you tell them the facts," Purcell 
said. 


He said the people did not get 


the facts this year and that was 
the reason Rockefeller's $35 mil- 
lion tax program Was defeated 
in last month's special- legisla- 
tive-session.

The attorney general said that 


law and order and the admin- 
istration of justice would be an 
issue in the campaign.

Purcell's entrance into the 


Democratic primary this year 
had been expected.

He 
pointed out that he had served 
two terms as city attorney in 
his home town in Benton and two 
terms as municipal judge before 
his election to 1966 to the first 
of two terms In the attorney 
general's office. 


"Politically, I have served by 


apprenticeship," Purcell said.

He said he would be a "work-

Court Refuses 
Plan to Speed

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
refused to apply the Mc-Nabb* 
Mallory doctrine on speedy ar* 
raignments to cases in Arkan* 
sas. 


The doctrine set out by the 


U.S. Supreme Court applies only 
to cases involving federal de* 
tention, the state Supreme Court 
said. 


The ruling came in an appeal 


by Lonnie B. Mitchell, who is on 
death row after being convicted 
of rape 
in Union County in 


March 1959. 


The state Supreme Court also 


rejected Mitchell's convention 
that his confession to the crime 
was not given voluntarily. 


Mitchell was convincted in the 


assault of a white woman and 
over a period of years there 
have been numerous hearings in 
federal and state courts on a 
jriety of aspects of the case. 


The McNabb-Mallory doctrine 


requires that a person arrested 
as a suspect in a crime be giv» 


en an arriajnmoiit without any 
Unreasonable delay. 


In one case, the U.S. Supreme 


Court held that a delay of seven 
hours was unnecessary and un- 
reasonable, but the court pointtd 
out in that ruling (hat arresting 
officers are not expected to give 
"mechanical or automatic obe* 
dience." 


"Circumstances may justify a 


brief delay between arrest and 
arraignment, 
as for instance 


where the story volunteered by 
the accused is susceptible of 
quick verification through third 
parties," 
the U.S. Supreme 


Court said. "But the delay must 
not be of a nature to give op- 
portunity for the extraction of a 
confession." 


Mitchell was arrested late on 


the evening of March 9, 1959, or 
early on the morning of March 
10, 1959, and was arraigned on 
a robbery charge March 11. 


Mitchell's arraignment 
on 


the charge of rape did not take 
place until March 16. 


"While it is true that the rape 


confession occurred after the 
robbery arraignment, it is in- 
conceivable 
that the arraign- 


ment for robbery would satisfy 
the prompt arraignment 
re- 


quirement," Mitchell's attorney 
contended.

I still get many inquiries 


about various aspects of pin- 
worm infestation, also called 
oxyuriasis and enterobiasis. 
Pinworm eggs are micro- 
scopic and can e a s i l y be 
picked up on one's hands, 
transferred to one's mouth 
and swallowed. In the diges- 
tive tract, they hatch and 
reach maturity. When the 
adult female, .Mi- to Vfe-inch 
long, is full of eggs, she 
works her way out of the 
digestive tract, usually at 
night. 


The secretions of the worm 


or the presence of the eggs 
causes atjakjtehlng afld .t^/ 
host, u s u a l l y a child, by 
s c r a t c h i n g in his sleep, 
lodges some of the eggs un- 
der his finger nails. (Adults 
have pinworms, too, but are 
less apt to be troubled with 
itching.) Other eggs remain 
on the sheets or night clothes 
and the routine of making 
the bed and putting away the 
pajamas sends these invisi- 
ble eggs flying through the 
air, whence they land on the 
floor, a door knob or any 
other convenient place. They 
are then ready to start the 
cycle all o v e r a g a i n . It 
should be noted in passing 
that pinworms are not trans- 
mitted by pets. 


Oxyuriasis is an annoy- 


ance rather than a health 
hazard. Such symptoms as 
itching of the nose, dark cir- 
cles under the eyes and per- 
verse appetite, once attrib- 
uted to pinworms, are defi- 
nitely due to other causes. 
The vast majority of victims 
have no symptoms and about

20 per cent of them shed all 
t h e i r worms spontaneously 
without treatment. 


Although the worms show 


a preference for children, 
when one m e m b e r of a 
household becomes infested 
the others probably are also. 
Pyrvinium pamoate (Povan) 
or thiabendazole (Mintezol), 
both prescription drugs, will 
rid a victim of the worms 
but avoidance of reinfesta- 
tion is a real problem as it 
may come from within the 
home or from the outside.

dindos and disinfect the walls 


and floors are no l o n g e r 
recommended and should be 
replaced by a more relaxed 
or lighthearted a t t i t u d e . 
After all, some authorities 
estimate that close to 50 per 
cent of the population are 
pinworm carriers.
